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ANCESTORS 


The  first  ancestor  we  know  of  was  on  Grandma  (Ida)  Snyder's  side  of  the  fam¬ 
ily.  He  was  Christian  Wenger  who  came  as  a  young  man  from  Europe  to  America  Sept¬ 
ember  30,  1727*  The  Wenger  Family  History  states  he  came  from  Palatinate  Europe, 
however,  Grandma  told  her  children  our  ancestors  came  from  Switzerland.  The  Wenger 
name  comes  from  the  Wenger  Mountains  located  near  Berne,  Switzerland. 

During  that  early  period,  a  number  of  Mennonites  (and  Amish  Mennonites)  left 
Switzerland  because  their  religious  beliefs  opposed  various  of  the  governmental 
practices,  such  as  the  state  church,  infant  baptism,  swearing  of  oaths  and  to 
participation  in  warfare  and  physical  violence.  They  withdrew  to  a  life  of  iso¬ 
lation  and  separation  from  others.  Extreme  forms  of  persecution  had  been  used  for 
two  centuries  and  finally  became  so  severe  that  many  decided  to  leave  their  native 
country.  The  Hartzler-Hartzler  Family  History  states  that  some  stopped  for  a  few 
years  in  the  Palatinate,  in  what  is  now  Pfaalz,  in  Germany, 

We  may  not  be  very  far  wrong  to  assume  that  Christian  Wenger  was  one  of  this 
segment  leaving  Switzerland,  stopping  in  the  Palatinate  for  a  few  years,  then  con¬ 
tinuing  on  to  America  because  religious  persecution  did  not  cease  in  Europe. 

Christian  Wenger  married  Eve  Grabiel,  a  German  lady.  Their  son,  Joseph 
Wenger  was  born  August  8,  1747  -  married  Barbara  Hoover.  Joseph  and  Barbara's  son 
Benjamin  Wenger  was  born  April  28,  1781  -  married  Mary  Ann  Mauck,  (Ida  Grabill 
Snyder's  grandmother.  Grandma  told  Aunt  Maude  that  her  grandmother's  name  was 
ANN  MARIE  MUCK,  German). 

Fathers  tell  children  that  Benjamin  Wenger  was  for  many  years  a  miniter  of 
the  Mennonite  Church,  preaching  in  the  German  language., 

Benjamin's  daughter,  Susanna  Wenger,  washorn  November  25,  1823  -  married 
Samuel  Grabill,  Their  daughter,  Ida  Grabill  (Snyder)  was  born  Sept,  13,  1865. 
Susanna  and  Samuel  Grabill  moved  to  Illinois  as  a  young  married  couple  with  at 
least  four  children.  They  had  to  go  to  Pontiac  (Ill,),  the  county  seat  10  miles 
away  -  on  a  horse  thru  the  mud,  to  get  a  sack  of  flour.  The  Wenger  Hiatory  states 
"they  and  six  other  families  moved  there  on  the  prairie,  then  a  perfect  wilderness 
with  swamps  and  creeks  and  no  bridges  or  roads,  land  being  worth  $1,25  per  acre." 
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Peter  B.  Snyder’s  grandparents,  Yost  and  Elizabeth  Bally,  cane  as  a  young 
narried  couple  with  their  first  child  to  America  from  Alsace  Lorrain,  settling  in 
Ohio,  (Ashland,  we  believe).  They  made  the  journey  by  sailboat,  taking  eight 
weeks  for  the  voyage  to  the  new  country.  They  later  moved  on  to  Ill*  by  covered  . 
wagon,  "passing  thru  the  little  town  of  Chicago!*  Ill*"  ,  Yost  Bally  was  a  mennonite 
minister.  Their  children  were:  Peter,  Samuel,  Jacoby  Henry,  Christ,  Daniel, 

Susan  (Zieset),  Mary  (Reiff),  Elizabeth  (Bally),  and  Barbara  (Burkholder).  (Ed, 
Note:  The  Bally  family  bible  in  which  the  births,  deaths,  marriages,  etc.  were 
recorded,  was  destroyed  in  the  fire  at  Grandpa’s  house  in  Michigan  about  20  year* 
ago.  These  names  may  not  be  accurate.) 

When  Peter  B.’s  mother  (Elizabeth)  was  three  years  old  the  family  moved  to 
Woodford  Co.,  Ill.,  near  Roanoke.  There  she  grew  up. 

Peter  B.’s  father,  John  R.  Snyder  (Rohrer,  his  mother’s  maiden  name),  born 
Oct.  26,  1831,  (d  Sept.  10,  1920),  went  to  Woodford  Co.,  Ill.  as  a  young  man  from 
Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  It  was  there  in  Illinois  that  he  and  Elizabeth  Bally  were 
married  and  their  children  were  born  there.  The  7  children  are:  *•
